The danger was not only unex- 
pected but it was novel in — its 
character, During the Great War 
the armies of Germiény und the 
Allies were deadlocked) on the 
western front for over four 
years, 2. 


When therefore in May, 1940, 
a German urmy suddenly burst 
upon the world, able to pene- 
trate fleld fortiNeations, and which 
had developed for that purpose a 
technique in the use of vueroplanes 
and tanks hitherto unexpected by 
any of its opponents, the United 
States found itself suddenly faced 
with a problem of defence and 
training which was fundamentally . 
different from what it hed faced; 
in the first World War. 


Different In 1918 


In 1017 we armed in compara- 
tive leisure behind the protection 
of the stabilised front in France 
and the complete contro] . over 
the sea possessed by the Allied 
fleets. 


France and Britaln being in- 
stant we bought from them 
most of the heavy weapons 
with which we fought.

Peacetime Shrinkage 


In time of peace the Army is| 


ullowed to shrink to a mifimum 
number of men and no attempt 
is made to keep in stock an 
adequate supply of the constantly 
changing and developing new 
weapons necessar to equip an 
adequate force. he most that 
can get done by our officers is 
to try to keep abreast of the 
methods of war and to create 
pians for the future expansion of 
the Army, and to develop and 
procure types of weapons. with 
which it can be armed. 


This, so far as it was possible, 
had been done before June, 1940. 
The General Staff had worked 
out on paper the plans for the 
organisation of a mobile force to 
be created within the continental 
United States ready for a war of 
movement. This force was to 
consist of four separate armies 
and nine army corps comprising 
both Regulars and National Guard, 
and aggregating over 1,000,000 
men, But there actually were 
on the muster rolls on July 1, 
1940, only about 350,000 Regu- 
lars. and about 225,000 Guards- 
men.

ONCE AGAIN German bombers have failed to 
stop a British convoy taking supplies through the 
Mediterranean.

BOM BERS. 
OUTWIT 
ITALIAN 
FIGHTERS 


During occasional lulls 
in the operations in the 
Western Desert. pilots of 
the Royal Air Force have 
been able to recount some 
of their personal experi- 
ences. 


The story of an exciting chase 
in which one of our bomber 
formations oulwitted a strong 
force of Italian fighters in a hun- 
dred and forty mile race for home 
was related by the leader of the 
formation. 


The bombers had been engag- 
edn) bombing Bardia, laking 
bart oom thet combined operation 
in which Navy, Army and= Air 
Force participated so skilfully. 


As they approached their ob- 
jective they found themselves 
facing a sixty miles an hour wind. 
Near the tarvet they spotted Ital- 
ian fighters two thousand feet be- 
low thent and climbing rapidly to 
atlack. There was a certain 
amount of anti-areraft fire, but 
nothing serious, and despite the 
presence of the fighters so near at 
hand, the bombers carried on with 
their raid, 


“My flight released their bombs 
moone salvo. All the tine the 
fighters were drawing closer to us, 
but we managed to fake a couple 
of quick photographs of our 
bombs bursting on the — target" 
said the Squadron Leader. 


“It was then time to make 
trucks for our base and we turn- 
ed out to sea. We knew that we 
should be chased, bul with the 
wind behind us we streaked along 
ato a grand pace. Some of the 
tigh‘ers gave up the chase, but 
two of them hung on and kept 
blazing away ut us. We made for 
a cloud at four thousand feet and 
whistled into a turn under — its 
cover, The enemy fighters lost 
us for the tine being and, with 
more cloud to help us, we led 
them a merry dance. At last 
they decided to give up too, 

“They had followed us for one 
hundred and forty moles, but we 
had carried out the bombing on 
which we set forth and had got 
away all right from a large force 
of fighters. 


“We hope that, returning against 
the strong wind over the Mediter- 
ranean, they had difficully in 
getting home—they must have 
been running low in petrol, and 
they had a long jaunt back ‘o 
Libya., When they made off we 
re-formed and came back to our 
base in comfortable style. It had 
been a really satisfactory morn- 


ing.”

PRODUCTION OF American war material and 
construction of army cantonments and _ similar 
facilities is proceeding not only at a far faster rate 
than during the World War, but is also picking up 
speed rapidly at the moment, Secretary of War 


Henry L. Stimson told 


Committee investigating national defence progress. 


Secretary Stimson emphasised that the im- 
mense army programme had been thrown at the 
War Department with great suddenness and that 
the progress made to date would have been impos- 
sible had it not been for the careful and extensive 
advance preparation made by department and army 
officials over the preceding few years. 


Mr. Stiaiseon said in part: 

The task of prepara ou 
lang forees for defence in the 
present en ergency began in June, 
1940, 
and the fall of France first arous- 
ed our people to their danger, 
Congress had mude 4 revious ap- 
propriations for  geroplanes and 
other equipment but the | first 
immense emergency — appropria- 
tions for raising and arming ad- 
equate defence forces was not 
inade aviilable until June, L940. 
Between that date and October 8, 
1940, Congress appropriated near- 
ly $7,000,000,000 9 further for the 
Army, over — $4,000,000,000 of 
which was not appropriated until 
September 9, 1940. 

The time and size of these ap- 
propriations are strong evidence 
of the unexpectedness and seri- 
ousness of the danger which was 
suddenly revealed to the nation, 
The danger was not only unex- 
pected but it was novel in its 
character, During the Great Wir 
the armies of Germany and the 
Allies were deadlocked on the 
western front for over four 
years. 2 2, 


When therefore in May, 1940, 
a German army suddenly burst 
upon the world, able to pene- 
trate Held fortifications, and which 
had developed for that purpowe a 
technique in the use of aeroplanes 
und tanks hitherto unexpected by 
any of its opponents, the United 
Slates found itself suddenly faced 
with a problem of defence and 
training which was fundamentally 
different from 
in the first World War. 


Different In 1918 


In 1917 we armed in compara- 
tive leisure behind the protection 
of the stabilised front in France 
und the complete contro] over 
the sea possessed by the Allied 
fleets. 


Franos and Britain being in- 
stant we bought from them 
most of the heavy weapons 
with whioh we fought. True, 
we gureelves built these wea- 
pens, but generally speaking 
they were not ready for our 
use until after the war was 
over, 


We also were able to limit the 
training of troops which was 
done in America to the training’ 
of Divisions only and even to send 
those Divisions across the Atlan~ 
tic in a very imperfect state of 
training to complete that training 
after they got to France. The 
warfare being in trenches, our 
troops could be put into the tren- 
ches side by side with the veteran 
troops of our Allies and receive 
the remainder of their training 
in the face of the enemy. ...

Peacetime Shrinkage 


In time of peace the Army is 
allowed to shrink to a minimum 
number of men and no attempt 
is made to keep in stuck an 
adequate supply of the constantly 
changing and developing -new 
weapons necessar to equip an 
adequate force. The most that 
can get done by our officers is 
to try to keep abreast of the 
methods of war and to. create 
plans for the future expansion of 
the Army, and to develop and 
procure types of weapons with 
which it can be armed 


This, so far as it was possible, 
had been done before June, 1940. 
The General Staff had worked 
out on paper the plans for the 
organisation of a mobile force to 
be created within the continental 
United States ready for a war of 
movement. This force was to 
consist of four separate armies 
and nine army corps comprisin, 
both Regulars and Nationa!

Specifically, as we contemplate the 
necessity for the United States to 
undertake naval and air opera- 
fiens in the Attantic Ocean for 
the protection of vital communi- 
cations with Great Britain, we 
must realise that once we have 
tuken this decision, the North At- 
lantic becomes a major theatre of 
offensive operations, in which we 
must concentrate such forces as 
may be necessary to accomplish 
our objective.

OUTWIT 
ITALIAN 


FIGHTERS 


During occasional lulls 
in the operations in the 
Western Desert, pilots of 
the Reyal Air Force have 
been able to recount some 
of their personal experi- 
ences. 


The story of an exciting chase 
in which one of our bomber 
formations oulwilted a strong 
force of Italian fighters in a hun- 
dred and forty mile race for home 
leader of the 
formation. 


The bombers had been engag- 
ed in bombing Bardia, taking 
part in that combined operation 
in which Navy, Army and Air 
Force participated so skilfully. 


As they approached their ob- 
jective they found themselves 
facing a sixty miles an hour wind. 
Near the target they spotted Ital- 
ian fighters two thousand feet be- 
low them and climbimg rapidly to 
attack, ‘There was oa certain 
amount of anti-aircraft fre, but 
nothing serious, and despite — the 
presence of the fighters so near at 
hand, the bombers carried on with 
their raid. 


“My flight released their bombs 
in one salvo. All the time the 
fighters were drawing Closer to us, 
but we managed to take a couple 
of quick photographs of | our 
bombs bursting on the target” 
said the Squadron Leader. 


“It was then time to make 
tracks for our base und we turn- 
ed out to sea. We knew that we 
should be chased, but with the 
wind behind us we streaked along 
at a grand pace. Some of the 
figh‘ers gave up the chase, bul 
two of them hung on and kept 
blazing away at us. We made for 
a cloud at four thousand feet and 
whistled into a turn under — its 
cover. ‘The enemy fighters lost 
us for the time being and, with 
more cloud to help us, we led 
them a merry dance. At last 
they decided to give up tov, 

eTvhey had followed us for one 
hundred and forty miles, but we 
had carried out the bombing on 
which we set forth und had got 
away all right from a large force 
of fighters. 


“We hope that, returning against 
the s‘rong wind over the Mediter- 
ranean, they had difficulty in 
getting horne—they must have 
been running low in petrol. and 
they had a long jaunt back ‘o 
Libya. When they made off we 
re-formed and came ‘back to our 
base in comfortable style. It had 
been a really satisfactory morn- 
ing.’

The effect of such abandon- 
ment might be tantamount to the 
loss of the war, for it might cut 
off Great Britain from sources of 
raw materials und foodstuffs which 
could not be replaced, and might 
produce a complete collapse of 
her Middle Eastern campaign, 
with the consequent release of 
German forces for concentration 
against Britain. 


Consequently we should produce 
a defensive concentration in the 
Philippines of forces not so im- 
mediately useful in the Atlantic— 
troops, land-based ‘planes of sec- 
ond-line types, submarines — and 
we should thoroughly co-ordinate 
our plans for the defence of the 
South China ‘Sea with the British 
ut Hong Kong and Malaya, and 
the Dutch.

Single-handed she tore 
at fallen bricks until she got the 
child out. 


She returned to her control 
room and, though the adjoining 
room was a mass of flames, went 
through the blaze and saved the 
station’s records book and a 
fire fund money. ' 

For these’ acts of heroism she 
was commended in a letter from | 
the Home Office. 

Her station was hit a second 
time. She saved it by herself 
putting out several incendiary 
bombs. 


“t don’t remember how many 
there were,” she told me when 
t met her. “tt alt happened so 
quickly when the men were 
again out fighting other fires.” 
I asked her about the hit by 
high explosive. 


“Oh, I just carried on,” she said.

We passed a mile-long column 
of British infantry marching in 
an exhausted stute to their as- 
sembly post. : 

More lorries and trucks joined 
the convoy until a giant snakelike 
line was wending southward. 


In the grey light of dawn we! 
passed through Burges, where | 
many British trucks had been 
left burning by the roadside as 
a result of German machine- 
gunning. : 

We swept on to a small port 
where we were to be picked up.

The actual arc of Bobby 
Jones club head arc js {llustra- 
ted above as revealed by the 
split second camera. Natur- 
ally it is pretty hard for the 
average player to visualise the 
path of his own stroke but 
following, as well as possible, 
such a pattern, as that shown 
above, will have a beneficial 
effect. Naturally everyone 
cannot make his backstroke so 
complete that the clubhead 
will reach the low point, be- 
low the horizontal, shown here 


but some effort can be made 
to maintain its width, 


This means thas the club 
must be pushed back with an 
extended left arm, and the 
greatest value of this method 
ties in the hitting area within 
eighteen inches of the ball. 
It is at this point in the down- 
swing that the — clubhead 
should pursue a path close to 
the ground and parallel to it, 
so that contacting the ball in 
this area at any point, will 
result in a well hit shot.
